On August 30, 2007, Southeast Daviess County Water District (“Southeast 

Daviess”) filed its application for Commission approval of a plan for system extensions 

and upgrades of its facilities. This plan will be financed by a grant, loan proceeds, and 

district funds in the total amount of $1,272,300. The loan would be funded by a 

surcharge assessed to all Southeast Daviess customers. This surcharge and 

accumulated interest would be used to fund the proposed construction. Pursuant to 

KRS 74.395(2), the Commission must hold a public hearing in the matter of the 

proposed surcharge before approving, modifying, or rejecting it. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:
